mated until the walls cool and the In- 
terior can be reached.

that the law library and all the val- 
uable state papers wore saved by tne 
volunteer corps of students and citi- 
zens who carried them from 
the 


building. All articles are now In the 
Capitol parR> under police guard.

Fire Breaks Out 


The flro broke out In the toilet 


room off the assembly chamber on 
the second story. A lighted gas jet 
Ignited the varnished wood-work 'and 
within a few moments the entire sec- 
ond floor, which stands near tho op- 
en dome wns In flames. The flro at 
first burned slowly but quickly gain 
ed headway as It reached the com 
hustihle material of tho senate and 
assembly chambers. H was but n few 
moments before the flames shot Into 
tho north and south corridors and 
tho roaring of tho flames made It 
Impossible'to fight the blaze from tho 
Inside of the building.

Tokib. Feb. 27.—Bulletins pouted-by 


tho government Indicate that prao- 
tically all tho larger warshlps-of thti 
Russian fleet at Port Arthur hat* 
been disabled, tho culmination coat- 
ing In a last attack mado Thursday 
morning by Vice Admiral Togo. 
The 


bulletin read as follows: . 


"On Thursday morning 'the enemy 


was engaged by fleet, tho Russian 
cruisers AskoldrBayan and Novlk as- 
sisting tho land force from tho-out- 
side harbor. All three cruisers were 
driven Inside after a flro of " fifty • 
minutes. It Is believed they are dam* 
aged below as .well au above the wa- 
ter line. 


"Our shells exploded In tho fort and 


undoubtedly did great damage. Two 
guns on Golden hill wore silenced. 
After (he meriting engagement 
tho 


cruisers Yoshlno. Sill lose, Kasagl and 
Takasago turned the Loa Thlc Shan 
channel and engaged three torpedo- 
boats In Pigeon Bay, destroying one 
and damaging .the. others. 


"The land batteries were silenced." 
In addition to this, the government 


has posted a bulletin, announcing that 
no message has been received direct- 
ly from Admiral Togo. but. that Its 
information Is to the effect that the 
Russian fleet is now practically unfit 
for naval service, because of damages 
In tbc'two recent lights, and tliat Port 
Arthur chaun«l. while not securely 
blocked, Is dangerous to navigation.

The Cornerstone Was Laid on July 4,1837- 


Was Enlarged After 1857.

Madison, one of 


the- tatter clo&f won, through) the 
influence of James Duane Doty, who 
had been circuit judge for Michigan 
'territory, west of Lake Michigan. He, 
together with Stevens T. Mason, gov- 
ernor of Michigan territory, had. Just 
previous to the contest. 
purchased 


from the United States government 
about 1.000 acres in sections 13. 14, 
23. and 24, In township 7, range 9 
cast. The Capltol Park, -which they 
laid out. Is upon the common corners 
of these sections; it was 
formally 


deeded to the territory by the owners, 
In a document dated Mineral Point, 
January 1C. 1839. and still preserved 
in the state archives. The prospect- 
ive town was called Madison, from 
the fourth president of tho United vide additional room 
States. Tho-first house was built In Historical society, the 
Madison, in the spring of 1837. 
June, work was commenced ujfon the 
capItQl; Its corner stone was laid with 
appropriate ceremonies upon July 4. 


The legislature met for tho first 


time In Madison, November 2C, 1838. 
The capltol was not then in a suita- 
ble condition for the sessions, which 
were held In the basement of tho old 
American House, where 
Governor 


Dodge delivered his annual message. 
Here tho legislature met and 
ad- 


journed from day to day. until tem- 
porary arrangements could he made 


the national government appropriate 
UO.OOO for the capltol, Dane county 
»4,000. and the territorial leglslatur 
about $16,000; making the complet 
cost of the old capltol $00,000. Thi 
building, when finished, was a sub 
stantlal structure, which, in architect 
ural design ami convenience of nr 
rangementsl at tlfc tlmfc compare.1
